The Russians reported more than 
10,000 Germans had been killed in 
two days of fighting in and near 
Stalingrad. 

In the northern factory district 
alone, the communique said, 1500 
Nazis were killed yesterday and 17 
tanks destroyed. 

The heaviest enemy losses, how- 
ever, were in a southern sector of 
the Stalingrad front where in two 
days one Soviet formation was said 
to have killed 7000 men, destroyed 
57 tanks, 100 guns and 26 planes.

PILOTS SAY ENEMY 
SUFFERS HEAVILY 
ON GAUDALCANAL 


Continued From Page One, 


have repeatedly bombed Japanese 
supplies. Lieut. W. W. Thompson 
of Little Rock said Marines told 
him last night that a huge portion 
of the enemy supplies on the 
beaches had been. destrayed by 
American bombs. 

Japanese Zeros continue to at- 
tack our Flying Fortresses but they 
haven’t managed to shoot down a 
single one, Of this, a pilot ob- 
served “it must be discouraging to 
them to repeatedly attack us and 
never shoot one down.” 

On Oct. 16 our Flying Fortresses 
sank one Japanese transport and 
started many big fires among 
enemy supplies on the Guadal- 
canal beach, including a vast blaze 
in a gasoline depot. They downed 
two Japanese fighters anda four- 
motor seaplane. 

The Japanese managed to salv- 
age some heavy artillery, and have 
emplaced it in the mountains. 

Airfield Constantly Attacked. 

The American-held airfield at 
Guadalcanal is kept under con- 
stant bombardment in daytime 
and at night the Japanese sea 
forces sneak near enough inland 
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to toss over heavy shells. 

Lieut, Thompson said “we had 
hardly set our B-17 down on the 
field last night when an, 8-inch 
shell came whistling in. That’s old 
stuff to the Marines now. They 
just hit the dirt until the. shell 
explodes, then continue whatever 
they were doing.” 


Lieut, R, E, Scott of Indianapo- 
lis said that one Navy flyer in 
the early part of the attack took 
load. after load of bombs and 
dropped them on Japanese trans- 
ports and landing barges. 


Army Lieut. Edward Robinson 
of Ferndale, Mich., his lip bleed- 
ing where it was struck on the 
forward gun, climbed out of his 
plane and said when this is over 
they ought to send every one of 
those Marines at Guadalcanal back 
to the states and let them live

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP).— 
American soldiers and sailors 
Northern Ireland are het not 
to argue religion or politics. 

In a new pocket guide issued

The type of examinations for ap- 
plicants will not be eased, even 


though the number of applicants 
for available jobs is far less pro- 
portionately than the number 
that sought positions in the city 
service under the old Efficiency 
Board, which was formally re- 
placed last Sept. 16 by the Office 
of Personnel. 


Scearce’s decision to avoid re 
laxation of merit system standards 
was made in the face of state- 
ments by personnel leaders in 
other cities that some “liberaliza- 
tion” wag virtualy inevitable in 
time of war, This latter attitude 
was reflected in a report given 
Mayor William Dee Becker recent- 
ly by his administrative assistant, 
Charles Hertenstein, former Effi- 
ciency Board chairman, on Her- 
tenstein’s return from the thirty- 
fourth annual convention on Pub- 
lic Personnel Administration at 
St. Paul, Minn. 


Attitude at Convention. 


“It was generally agreed at’ the 
convention,” said Hertenstein in 
the report, “that winning the war 
was the most important considera- 
tion and that personnel agencies 
would be compelled to do the best 
they could under the _ circum- 
stances, which might and probably 
would necessitate a liberalization 
of set standards for public service 
positions for the duration of the 
war. 


“It developed also that in some 
important respects, standards in 
some positions would of necessity 
be lower, particularly as to such 
positions as accountants and the 
professions, doctors, nurses, engi- 
neers, and so on. The sum total 
resolved itself into the inevitable 
conclusion that rules and prece- 
dents might suffer temporary devi- 
ation and a lower standard of 
qualifications might be necessary 
for the duration of the war.” 


Hertenstein pointed out, how- 
ever, that normal pre-war merit 
System standards habitually are 
re-established at the conclusion of 
war. Hertenstein issued a state- 
ment expressing strong opposition 
to the merit system prior to its 
adoption at a specia) election Sept. 
16, 1941. He was made the mayor's 
administrative assistant when that 
new position was created by the 
Board of Aldermen recently, 

Fewer Applications, 

Scearce said civil service de- 
partments throughout the nation 
are receiving fewer applications, 
due to the war, with the problem 
complicated by present employes 
leaving for the armed forces or for 
more lucrative positions in private 
industry. Of the 7800 city em- 
ployes here subject to the merit 
system, some 8000 or 40 per cent, 
have quit in the last year. In 
Kansas City, however, where mu- 
nicipal salaries are lower, the 
turnover was 78 per cent, present- 
ing an acute problem. 

He pointed out that only 250 
men applied for 86 vacancies in 
the Fire Department recently, 
compared to from 1500 to 2000 ap- 
plications for a similar number of 
jobs in pre-war times. The city 
already has resorted to classified 
advertisements in the newspapers 
for temporary stenographers, and 
in the future may have to resort 
to much greater use of such ad- 
vertisements, as well as radio ads. 
It was found necessary, in the case 
of the Fire Department applica- 
tions, to extend the time for filing 
of such applications by two weeks, 
he said, 

There is one slight advantage to 
offset the disadvantages of the 
lack of applicants for the various 
jobs, he went on, and that is that 
the office of personnel has more 
time in which to stabilize the merit 
system, to set up its classifications 
and work out the necessary oper- 
ational details. During depression 
years, personnel departments are 
80 flooded with applications that 
the normal administration of the 
office is greatly burdened, he said. 

He said he is also carefully 
watching the President's man pow- 
er program as it is being formu- 
lated, to determine what effect it 
may have on city personnel,

mitted to continue unchecked to 
the point where a sharp drop in 
beef production results, observers 
at the St. Louis National Stock 


Yards told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er yesterday. 


This view on a controversial 
question was taken by producers. 
Meat packing circles were more 
optimistic, holding that, while some 
production was being lost through 
curtailment of cattle feeding op- 
erations, the reduction was not 
likely to attain serious proportions. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture, reluctant to be drawn 
into a controversy, took a neutral 
stand, citing a sharp reduction in 
the number of cattle on feed and 
heavy marketings as evidence that 
feeding operations probably would 
be on a smaller scale this year 
than last, but declining to specu- 
late on what this might mean in 
terms of lost meat production. 


Prices Chief Factér. 

General uncertainty as to prices 
is the prime factor in the situa- 
tion, although the farm labor 
shortage is a contributory factor. 
On one point both producers and 
packers agree — clarification of 
Government policy and stabiliza- 
tion of prices on a profitable level 
are urgently needed. 

United States Senator Harry S&S. 
Truman of Missouri, predicting 
that present Government policy 
“probably will create a real beef 
shortage next spring,” charged 
several days ago that “the price 
situation is not intelligently hand- 
led as it affects feeder cattle and 
the hog market.” His accusation 
was made before Price Administra- 
tor Leon Henderson announced @ 
new price ceiling on pork Thurs- 
day. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion first placed a ceiling on pork 
by freezing packers’ prices last 
March. The Federal Surplus Com- 
modities Corporation, however, was 
authorized to buy pork products 
at two cents per 100 pounds above 
the domestic ceiling. The result 
was that packers who supplied 
Government orders had the benefit 
of this two-cent margin while 
those without such orders com- 
plained vigorously. | 

Market for Hogs. 

Both large and small packers 
have contended that the market 
on live hogs was too high, but 
with hogs selling at a very prof- 
itable level throughout the year, 
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farmers have had no complaint re- 
garding the ceiling on pork. 

The original pork ceiling was 
followed by imposition of a ceiling 
on beef in the spring, based on 
prices prevailing during a part of 
the Lenten season. Packers and 
producers immediately complained 
that this was an unfair basis for 
a .ceiling, since prices during Lent 
sag in response to lessened de 
mand for meat. The market on 
better cattle—corn-fed cattle pri- 
marily were affected—broke sharp- 
ly, and thousands of cattle feeders 
who ordinarily -would feed their 
steers six months, nine months or 
perhaps a year, and who would 
unload from July to Christmas, 
began to ship immediately. 

Heavy liquidation of cattle be- 
gan in early May, continued 
through the summer and is atill 
unchecked, Producers contend the 
price ceiling on beef thus far has 
tended to discourage feeding and 
to induce the stock man to run 
cattle to market without the usual 
high quality and with less than 
average weight. 

In recent months, 


most of the 
fed steers at the National Stock 
Yards have run from 900 to 1100 
pounds in weight, whereas in other 
years, with the amount of feed 
currently available, they would 
probably have run from 1000 to 
1200 pounds, producers asserted, 
adding that the St. Louis situation 
was typical of the entire Corn Belt. 
Feed Supply Good. 

Some conditions are quite favor- 
able for bringing about a large 
volume of feeding. Supplies of 
feed grains, hay and roughage, and 
high protein concentrates are plen- 
tiful; feed prices are relatively low; 
last winter’s feeding operations 
generally were quite profitable, and 
available supplies of feeder cattle 
are relatively large. Yet reports 


from all of the principal feeding 
states, both in ‘the Corn Belt and 
in the West, emphasize the hesi- 
tancy of cattle feeders to make 
decisions as to this year’s opera- 
tions pending clarification of the 
price situation. 

“If the farmer could be assured 
of a reasonably stable and profit- 
able price for his cattle during the 
next six months or year,” a spokes- 
man for the producers said, “there 
is little doubt that he would go 
ahead and put more weight on his 
cattle. But the uncertainty of the 
price situation makes the feeder 
question the advisability of buying 
high-priced feeder cattle and tak- 
ing the risk of carrying thém 
through the winter and spring.” 

This source contended that the 
beef ceiling should be removed or 
else a floor on beef should be pro- 
vided to encourage carry-over of 
long-fed cattle, but admitted that 
the OPA thus far had given no 
indication of readiness to consider 
either plan. 

Prodypction Outlook. 

The American Meat Institute has 
estimated that 1943 would bring a 
three-billion-pound increase in our 
total production of meat — beef, 
pork, veal and mutten. But cattle 
feeders assert that the increase will 
be largely in pork, and question 
whether there will be any substan- 
tial gain in beef production. Some 
anticipate even a decrease in beef 
volume if the present trend of low- 
quality, 
continues. 

One qualified observer at the Na- 
tional Stock Yards went so far as 
to say, “The Government may have 
to revise its estimated 1943 allot- 
ment of 130 pounds of meat per 
person (two and a half pounds 
per week) if there’s too sharp a

Secretary of Agriculture Wickard | 


has pointed out that, while the 
total American meat supply was 
the greatest in history, the total 
demand also was the largest on 
record. Military and lend-lease 
schedules now call for six billion 
pounds, he reported, and may go 
higher if more ships become avail- 
able. On top of that, the civilian 
population, with the highest in- 
comes on record, working hard and 
unable to purchase many consumer 
items formerly available, wants 
more meat than ever before. 

“The total demand adds up to 
more than the total supply—27 bil- 
lion pounds of demand, 24 billion 
pounds of supply,” Wickard 
summed it up. 

Lambs and Pigs. 

Not only~ curtailment of cattle- 
feeding operations, but a decrease 
in the volume of lamb feeding 
from the record peak ‘of the 1941- 
42 season is in prospect,. the De- 
partment of Agriculture reported. 
Present indications are that the 
nimber of lambs fed in the li 
Corn Belt states may be about the 
same as last year, but feeding in 
the western states, where the 1942 
lamb crop fell off and slaughter of 
lambs has been exceptionally 
heavy, is likely to be on a mate- 
rially reduced scale. « 

The pork outlook is much bright- 
er. This year’s record crop of 
pigs numbered 62 million, and 
Wickard has called on farmers to 
increase next spring’s crop 10 per 
cent above year’s, he

Warning 18 Months Before. 
More than 18 months before the 
attack on the Philippines, Repre- 
sentative Maas recognized the dan- 
ger of the Arthy-Navy agreement.

Ray C. Thompson told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter yesterday while 408 
pieces of motorized equipment were 
snorting around the old Forest 
Park airport. 

“There’s the biggest gun in the 
show” he said, pointing to a tank- 
destroyer mounted on a _ vehicle 
that is half motor truck and half 
tractor. .“You should see that gun 
crew go into action.” , 


Gun Added, 


Another piece of artillery nearby 
was a 90-millimeter antiaircraft 
gun. It is a recent addition to the 
show because officers were able 
to obtain a supply of blank am- 
munition only a few weeks ago. 
Tanks that leap through the 
air -and come down on automo- 
biles are one feature of the show. 
The automobiles used are added 
to the nation’s scrap pile after the 
tanks are through with them. 

Capt. John H. Galloway, public 
relations officer, said the perform- 
ers represented a provisional task 
force assembled at Fort Meade, 
Md., and put on its first per- 
formance at Baltimore June 12. 
Most of the performers are sol- 
diers who went into the Army 
through Selective Service. 

For -horse lovers there is a 
performance by Company D of the 
Ninth United States Cavalry from 
Fort Riley, Kan. Company D is 
a Negro troop. Its members are 
mounted on chestnut-colored 


horses, all about 14 hands high. 
The animals are kept in their own 
special tent. “We keep them away 
from stables that have been occu- 
pied by other horses in order to 
avoid disease,” Capt. Thompson 
éxplained.

- Searchers hope to find Captain 
Rickenbacker and his crew fioat- 
cat on life rafts that the plane 


carried. The type of aircraft he 
flew in sinks quickly, but aviators 
in the Pacific war have been 
picked up from rafts weeks after 
their planes had gone down. 

Military authorities talked little 
about the search, beyond saying it 
was continuing with all available 
forces but Rickenbacker’s wife in 
New York clung to hope. 

“Eddie will turn up,” she said. 
“He’s too old a hand to get lost in 
any airplane now.” 

Rickenbacker survived the crash 


of an airliner near Atlanta two 
years ago, and returned to the air 
as soon as his broken bones were 
healed. Others among the pas- 
sengers and crew were killed. In 
the first world war Rickenbacker 
shot down 21 German planes, 

He was in the Pacific on an 
aerial inspection toyr, for Lieut. 
Gen. H, H. Arnold, army air force 
commander, similar to his recent 
‘trip to England. 

His plane was last heard from 
Wednesday evening, when the pilot 
radioed only one hour’s supply of 
gasoline remained in its tanks. 
Indications were the craft was ap- 
parently lost on a flight from 
Oahu Island. 

Brief Army announcements did 
not give the location of the search, 
but hunting forces came from the 
southwest Hawaiians. 

Names of the Plane’s personnel 
were not made public. Army of- 
ficers here said at least ten per- 
sons were on board for the flight, 
including the crew.

The office of Governor, with its 
control over more than 6000 jobs, 
had been in Democratic hands for 
eight years prior to the election of 
1940. When the election returns 
showed that Forrest C. Donnell, 
Republican, had defeated Lawrence 
McDaniel, Democrat, for Governor 
by 3613 votes, the leaders in the 
Democratic state organization were 
stunned.

Brief Summaty of 105 
Who Voted for Steal. 


Of the 113 Democratic members 
of the Legislature, 105 supported 
the attempted steal.

Of 
the 95 remaining, three have died 
since the Legislature adjourned. 
Of the 92 now remaining, 46, in- 
cluding all 19 of the St. Louis 
Representatives, eliminated them- 
selves by not asking for renomi- 
nation, Forty-six of the 105 filed 
for renomination. Eight were de- 
feated in the primary, leaving 38 
who will face the voters in Novem- 
ber, 11 Senators and 27 Repre- 
sentatives. 

Three of these Senators are in 
St. Louis (see columns 1 and 2 on 
this page), and eight outside St. 
Louis. All 27 Representatives are 
in districts outside the city. 

Two of the Senators and five of 
the Representatives are certain of 
re-election, having no opponents in 
the election. 

Of the 31 remaining candidates, 
two Senators and 15 Representa- 
tives are believed to be virtually 
certain of re-election. Since they 
are in districts where the pre- 
ponderant Democratic vote is not 
likely to be overcome, even by the 
unsatisfactory records of the can- 
didates. Of course, it is possible 
that there could be an upset in 
one, two or three of these dis- 
tricta, but such a development is 
not in sight now. 

14 Districts Where

This leaves 14 districts, includ- 
ing the three St. Louis Senatorial 
districts, where there. are candi- 
dates, and in which the defeat of 
the governorship stealers is con- 
sidered to be something more than 
a possibility.

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A CHANCE FOR THE HANDICAPPED. 


A serious bottleneck developed in'a New Jersey 
war plant a few weeks ago. The factory was unable 
to get the additional steel gauges it needed to meas- 
ure mica slices coming in six thicknesses differing 
by only .0005 of an inch. It appeared the plant 
might as well work half-time. Angus Walker, super- 
intendent of this plant, the Solar Manufacturing 
Corporation, wondered if a blind person with sensi- 
tive touch might be able to do the gauge work. He 
called in a blind girl. 
In two days she was sizing and testing better 
than normal workers with gauges and now she is 
25 per cent faster than they are. Her pay is $56 a 
week, Nine other blind persons have been employed 
at the same work. Washington social security of- 
ficials, who heard of this and investigated, predict 
that soon there may be as many as 7000 blind per- 
sons employed in war plants. This is good news both 
for war production and the handicapped. |

We should be made to feel that the world 
drama is the beginning of another act, and 
we should hear different music, see differ- 
ent' lighting.

Here is how Hit- 
ler’s instructions to his generals 
on the Russian Front for the 1942 
campaign might easily have read: 


1.. Your objectives is to destroy 
once .and for aH the military 
power of Russia. To this end you 
will launch a main attack from 
the vicinity of Kursk which will 
drive eastward through Voronezh 
and on into the depths of Rus- 
sia until a complete separation 
of Russian central and southern 
forces has been achieved. Sub- 
ordinate attacks will then chew 
up these segments. 


2. Secondary objectives are 
(a) to cut the supply line from 
Persia to the Central Russia 
armies which will be largely ac- 
complished whenever the Volga 
is crossed, and (b) to secure the 
oil fields of the Caucasus. It 
must always be borne in mind 
that the secondary objectives will 
be automatically achieved if the 
major objective is attained. You 
should never, therefore, allow 
anything to divert your atten-. 
tion from the main objective 
which is the destruction of Rus- 
sian armed resistance, 


3. Should you fail in your 
main objective your minimum 
task is to make possible the con- 
struction of a German line in 
Russia which can be held in- 
definitely with a minimum com- 
plement of men and equipment. 
This line should be located with 
regard both to defensibility and 
to the inclusion behind our 
lines of the maximum agricul- 
tural, oil and other vital re- 
sources areas. 


Examine what has happened this 
summer in the light of such Ger- 
man objectives and you see that 
Hitler has failed in his maximum 
desires, but is in an excellent posi- 
tion for his minimum aim; He 
failed to destroy the Russian 
armies. His main drive was de- 
flected at Voronezh into a south- 
easterly direction, and eventually 
stalled at Stalingrad. While traffic 
on the Volga has been strangled by 
Germans on one bank, it has not 
been crossed and can be reopened 
to traffic at any time the enemy 
can be pushed back to a reasonable 
distance, 


Russians Worn Down. 


In the process the Russians have 
been pushed back and worn down 
to a degree which permits the 
construction of a defensive Ger- 
man line deep into Russia, This is 
understood to be already well ad- 
vanced. It would be unrealistic to 
doubt the ability of the Germans 
to construct an “east wall” in Rus- 
sia which they will be able to 
hold for a long time with rela- 
tively little man power. And be- 
hind that line they will have most 
of Russia’s best agricultural land 
and perhaps oil and other impor- 
tant resources, 

The campaign is not yet neces- 
sarily over. Denied their main 
objective, the Germans may still 
try for more of their secondary 
objectives before the hardest part 
of winter arrives. 


Hard Campaign Weather. 

The worst campaign periods in 
Russia are when the ground is soft 
or wet. Right now there are fall 
rains and early snows which wet 
the ground without freezing it solid. 
There follows, a period when the 
ground is frozen hard, but the 
weather is still warm enough for 
campaigning—a period of about a’ 
month. After that the cold is too 
intense for men or motors. 

During the month of hard ground 
and brisk but not impossible 
weather the Germans may try for 
Leningrad, or for Baku and oil. 
They might even renew the assault 
on Stalingrad. ‘They may still 
achieve their secondary objectives 
and they certainly have already 
achieved Hitler's minimum objec- 
tive for the 1942 campaign. 

In other words, even although 
Hitler has failed in his first ob- 
jective he has improved his Euro- 
pean position. He could during 1943 
concentrate the bulk-of his forces 
in the west with confidence in the 
security of his Russian front. 

Russia cannot be an offensive 
threat to Hitler unless American 
war supplies reach Russia in vastly 
greater quantity than they are ar- 
riving now.

AID FOR RUSSIA 
IN DESERT DRIVE

HE British offensive in Egypt 
comeg at a critical moment for 
Russia. 

Coupled with the onset of winter 
in the vital Don-Volga steppes, it 
shapes up as a definite Allied sec- 
ond front operation calculated to 
compel immediate heavy with- 
drawals from Russia of Nazi air- 
power. 

That must lead to Nazi abandon- 
ment of the effort to anchor a win- 
ter defense line in Russia on the 
/Volga at Stalingrad if the Egyptian 
offensive is successful. It well 
might mean a Nazi retreat on a 
wide front in Russia, both in the 
Don-Volga bulge and in the Cau- 
casus, if Rommel’s African Corps 
is badly mauled in Egypt. The ef- 
fect of a swift British advance to 
or beyond the Egyptian-Libyan 
border probably would more quick- 
ly and decisively influence the sit- 
uation in Russia than anything 
else short of a major Anglo-Ameri- 
can invasion of Europe. 


Another Winter in Russia. 


Nazi war bulleting from Russia 
have been filled for several days 
with weather excuses for de- 
lay. They had already forecast an- 
other winter halt for Hitler in Rus- 
sia short of decisive achievements. 

The British offensive in Egypt, 
this time supported by American 
air force units, starts with the best 
fighting season in the North Afri- 
can desert at hand.

Red Counterdrive. 

Word of the Allied offensive 
must greatly hearten the Russians. 
They were already helped at 
Stalingrad and other points under 
desperate attack by the close ap- 
proach of winter. Rain, snow. and 
flooded streams are unquestion- 
ably disrupting Nazi supply lines. 
Any heavy withdrawal of Axis 
planes or troops from Russia to 
help Rommel would inevitably 
prove a signal] for redoubled Rus- 
sian counter-offensive efforts in 
the Don-Volga corridor. At that 
point Soviet forces have been inch- 
ing their way day by day through 
the, Nazi “barrier” deployment pro- 
tecting the left flank of Stalin- 
grad’s besiegers. A Russian break- 
through there would be disastrous 
for Hitler and winter conditions 
do not impede Russian forces as 
seriously as they have the Nazi 
invaders in the past.

They come from 
farms, offices and universities with 
only the most elementary knowl- 
edge of military matters. After 
six months’ training, during which 
a small percentage fall by the 
wayside, they leave camp for a few 
months’ additional polishing with 
the Kfhg’s commissions in their 
pockets. 

The Fighting Gurkhas. 

Not far from here is another 
training center of great interest. 
It is a camp for Gurkhas—mem- 
bers of that fighting race of squat, 
slant-eyed, top-knotted men, which 
makes up the population of the 
tiny independent hill state of 
Nepal, Since 1815, the British 
Government, by a treaty with 
Nepal, has been drawing on that 
little country for a considerable 
fraction of its fighting men in 
India. Only rarely are HEnghsh- 
men, or foreigners of any other 
nationality, permitted to enter 
Nepal, but each year thousands of 
these hillmen, enlisted by native 
recruiting agents, make the long 
journey afoot to the Indian fron- 
tier to make their first contact 
with western civilization and join 
the British Army. 


They are all completely illiterate 
and most have never seen a radio 
set or railway train or cinema. It 
is only with’the greatest difficulty 
that the British instructors are 
able to make them comprehend 
what a tank is for and what the 
ocean looks like. Yet they are 
among the world’s best jungle 
fighters and are fearless in battle. 


I visited an encampment of 
“Gurkha Rifles,” and talked with 
their British officers. By agree- 
ment with the King of Nepal, there 
are no Indian officers in Gurkha 
regiments because the Nepalese 
fear Indianization. They are a 
Mongoloid people and many of 
them are indistinguishable from 
the Chinese or Japanese except 
that they are of blacker hue. Often, 
generation after generation of the 
same family joins the army in 
India, usually returning to moun- 
tain farms in Nepal on pension 
after 15 years’ service. The diffi- 
culty is that some take to the 
fancy life of the outside world and 
are reluctant to return home. This 
is a source of concern to the Nepa- 
lese rulers, especially now when 
the demands of the present war 
causing a huge drain on Ne- 
pal’s virile man power.

Western Europe, 
Lose Initiative.

F AMERICAN newspaper 
] readers are confused and per- 

plexed by the reports of ex- 
tensive troop movements and 
creation of numerous air and naval 
bases in various parts of Western 
and Central Africa, they may take 
pleasure in the thought that this 
United Nations activity and ru- 
mored activity is even more con- 
fusing and incomprehensible to the 
German leaders who have gambled 
everything on the early defeat of 
the United Nations, 

Benito Mussolini of Italy and 
Pierre Laval of Vichy France, who 
likewise have gambled everything 
on the ability of Germany to win 
the war, are equally alarmed by 
these mysterious United Nations 
activities.

Nazis’ Dilemma. 

Berlin has more than it can 
conveniently take care of on its 
hands in Russia, where oncoming 
winter not only finds the Russians 
fighting hard all the way from 
Stalingrad . to the Caucasus but 
possibly contemplating a vigorous 
counteroffensive between Rzhev 
and Lake Ilmen, 

If Berlin has anything to spare 
in the way of soldiers and war 
materials it would like to allocate 
them to the Axis forces in Egypt 
which, instead of advancing to- 
wards the Nile and the Suez 
canal, are now under heavy attack.

Talk with Lieut, Col. Smirnow 
for five minutes and you wonder 
if anybody, ariywhere, is having as 
good a time out of this war as he 
is. Talk long enough to get his 
story out of him and then it seems 
most unlikely. Unquestionably, the 


Lieutenant Colonel is the only man 
in this whole world-wide war who 
has captured a German. general 
and brought him back alive—on his 
own back, and also on skis. 

The Lieutenant Colonel didn’t even 
mention that little item about skis, 
at first. It took a little time after 
we got back to his dugout inside 
the ridge and could really chew 
the fat: time and some vodka, that 
is, The trouble was the Lieutenant 
Colonel had been having too good 
a time telling about his men—about 
fellows like that young corporal 
from Krasnodar who has two dec- 
orations, one of them for taking 
up his artillery gun right on the 
heels of the infantry in a hot at- 
tack. 

“Horosho, eh? (Good, eh).” Smir- 
nov gets a tremendous kick out of 
his men and maybe it’s no accident 
that his artillery battalion has col- 
lected an extraordinary number of 
decorations scattered through all 
the ranks. The Lieutenant Colonel, 
of course, has three medals: one 
of them for lugging in that Nazi 
general, alive and kicking. 

“When I caught him in bed he 
squealed like a pig,” Smirnov said. 
“He thought I was going to shoot 
him.” And Smirnoy broke into a 
roar of laughter. 


Worked as Stevedore. 


But that is getting ahead of the 
story. It really begins, I suppose, 
on the riverside quays of Nikolaiev, 
Antole Smirnov’s native town, in the 
southern Ukraine. That is where 
this Red Army giant began collect- 
ing his muscle unloading ships and 
working as a stevedore as a young- 
ster in his early teens. He is 
blond and blue-eyed and his hands 
are half as broad as my portable 
typewriter. Today Smirnov is 32 
but his build would rival Gene 
Tunney’s in the days when Gene 
was topping Jack Bempsey. 

“‘T always.did a lot of skiing,”

was up on the Leningrad front. 
We were raiding a place called 
Porchovnovgorod, about 70 miles 
or more inside the German lines. 
“We worked through the forests 
and hid in them for one night. 
Then we raided the town after 
midnight of the second night and 
we caught Fritz with his nose in- 
side his coat collar. We got their 
sentries without shooting — before 
they knew what hit them. Then 
a Russian woman told us the Ger- 
man general was living in the town 
hall, That was my borscht. All 
I wanted was a taste of that gen- 
eral. It was too easy. As easy 
as it is for the German artillery to

Basic in the philosophy of the 


National War Labor Board is the 


assumption that collective bargain- 
ing is a sound and valuable proc- 
ess essential to economic stabiliza- 
tion. Upon that assumption. ts 
based the tripartite system of this 
board, a system which is directly 
in line with the principles of gov- 
ernment by representation. 

There are those who think that 
we can get along in this country 
without unions. To my mind that 
is a dangerous view. At the pres- 
ent time we find several countries 
getting along without unions, the 
most notable being Germany, Italy 
and Japan; but we also find them 
getting along without private in- 
dustry as we know it in this coun- 
try. We would have to blind our- 
selves to history to believe that a 
government under which workers 
are denied the om to organ- 
ize and to bargain collectively 
would nevertheless give to indus- 
trialists all those freedoms which 
are inherent in our American sys- 
tem of free enterprise. 

Duty to the Nation. 

TheiNational War Labor Board, 
within its proper scope, has in- 
sisted that unions demonstrate a 
responsibility and a recognition of 
their duty to the nation as well as 
their duty to their members. Thus, 
in the Monsanto Chemical Co. and 
the General Chemical Co. cases, 
this board denied any form of pro- 
tective security to the unions be- 
cause they had violated their no- 
strike pledge to the President. But 
the fact remains that the power of 
the board to regulate unions is 
practically non-existent. It has the 
job of settling their disputes, but 
it has no authority whereby it 
may regulate the tion’s 
general conduct. . 

It is undoubtedly true that, as 
more and more American working- 
men become members of the great 
body of organized labor, there will 
be increasing demand that Con- 
gress pass some sort of legislation 
protecting the American working- 
man from the danger of abusive 
practices of his own organization. 
The Government has found it nec- 
essary to regulate corporations, for 
as they became larger and more 
powerful there began to grow up 
certain abuses and practices detri- 
mental to the rights of the stock- 
holders and dangerous to the wel- 
fare of the hation. It seems more 
than likely that as labor unions 
increase in power and assume a 
place of greater importance in our 
national life, they, too, will be sub- 
jected to regulations designed to

es to have it definitely understood 
that he is not opposed to subject- 
ing labor unions to greater Gov- 
ernment regulation, For several 
years he has been on record, over 
and over again, in favor of check- 
ing by legislation the abuses that 
have grown up in unionism, if 
American unions fail to exercise 
the good judgment of cleaning 
their own houses.

How- 
ever, such regulation should flow 
from the halls of Congress and 
not from a war emergency agency 
such as the National War Labor

However, it is only fair to labor 
to say that American workers as 
well as industry have done a mar- 
velous job in producing the goods 
necessary to win this war. They 
have set records from coast to 
coast; they have sacrificed much. 
True, they have strenuously ob- 
jected to any sacrifices of what 
are termed social gains but, gen- 
erally speaking, those objections 
are valid, for every social gain 
that we sacrifice unnecessarily 
should be considered as a cas- 
ualty of war and as a victory for 
the Axis. 


Strikes and War Effort. 


It is unfortunate that there have 
been strikes, but it is a matter of 
accurate record that those strikes 
have represented an almost in- 
finitesimal portion of America’s 
labor.. Of course, even though they 
represent a small portion, they are 
none-the-less reprehensible, How 
ever, it is not fair to indict all labor 
because of the crimes of a few. 

In a recent special] bulletin, the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers published certain figures 
which purport to show that the 
number of strikes since the begin- 
ning of the war has increased to an 
alarming degree, resulting in the 
loss from production of many man- 
hours of work. However, in pub- 
lishing their figures of man-hours 
lost through strikes, they failed to 
include the number of man-hours 
worked. Obviously, it is impossible 
to draw any general conclusion as 
to the prevalence of strikes and 
their effect upon the war effort if 
we do not show what the percent- 
age of man-hours lost is, and that 
cannot be shown except in relation 
to the number’ of man-hours 
worked. , 

The War Labor Board in publish- 
ing its figures on strikes has al- 
ways attempted to show them in 
their true perspective by compar- 
ing man-hours lost in war produc- 
tion with man-hours worked. No 
good purpose is served by present- 
ing figures unless they are pre- 
sented in their entirety. 

All the Facts Necessary. 


It is true that man-hours lost 
have increased month by month, 
but we must also note that war 
employment and war production 
and the number of establishments 
engaged in wartime work have 
been expanding very rapidly since 
Pearl Harbor. It is obvious that 
the total number of war industry 
strikes and the number of men in- 
volved and the number of man- 
hours lost would rise in proportion 
to that conversion. 

Now, of course, we must not and 
should not blindly shut our eyes 
to the action of any group within 
our country which imperils the 
war effort. But let us do our 
criticising fairly. If we are to 
point out the errors of other 
groups, let it be done with only 
one thought in mind, and that is 
to present the correct facts. 

Advantage should not be taken 
of this war period to carry on a 
campaign to destroy unionism. 
Controversies between strong na- 
tional employer organizations and 
organized labor over unionism 
‘should wait at least until the war 
is won and the right to differ in 
our free society over such ques- 
tions has been preserved by a vic- 
tory over the dictators.

iLaintert Field Navy Base 
Five Times Size Year Ago 


Flyers in 


Buildings, Costing Millions of Dollars, Now| 
Cover Several Acres—Hundreds of 


Training. 


Although St. Louis is far, far re- 
moved from blue water, a good ex- 


jample of the great expansion of 
the United States Navy may be 


seen here in the Naval Reserve 
Aviation Base at Lambert-St. 
|Louls Field. 

Navy Day, which will be ob- 
served Tuesday, finds the base at 
least five times larger than it was 
last Navy Day, and probably 40 
times its size on Navy Day two 

years ago. At present there are 
some several hundred student 
flyers in training there, assisted by 
four times as many enlisted men 
and a large staff of officers. 

From daylight until dark every 
day that the weather permits the 
little N3Ns—“Yellow Peril”—Naval 
training planes take off from the 
runways as Navy pilots-to-be are 
taught the primary rules of 
handling aircraft. Every hour and 
a half the little ships come in like 
a swarm of bright hornets from 
their practice flights over the sur- 
rounding countryside, 

The student flyers alight, and 
other students,’ wearing helmets 
and fur-lined jackets, run to take 
their places in the cockpits as soon 
as the engines are gassed and the 
order comes to take to the air. 

Thesé scenes of intense, ordered 
activity would look strange to 
persons who knew the Naval Base 
at Lambert Field in the old days. 

History of Base. 

It was established in 1930 under 
the Naval Reserve Act of 1926, but 
Naval appropriations were so small 
in those days that the base did not 
even have an airplane, and only 
three naval reservists were at- 
tached there. The three were 
St. Louisans who had been Navy 
flyers in.the First World War, 
Lieutenants Ralph C; Hall, John W, 
Geppert and John F. Fisher. 

They leased a hangar, and, with 
funds they finally secured from 
Naval appropriations, purchased a 
plane of ancient vintage. By that 
time, however, they had gone rusty 
on their flying, and had to be re- 
taught the art by Robert C. Corley, 
then & seaman, second class, fresh 
in from the fleet. Now he is Lt.- 
Com. Corley, executive officer at 
the base. 

Naval aviation in St. Louis in 
the early 1930s was a squadron 
made up of these four men, They 
talked to youngsters about naval 
flying, and gave them ground 
school lessons during the time they 
could spare from business. Several 
months after the base was estab- 
lished the Navy assigned a full- 


time officer to the base, Lieut. 
Frank Weld, now ranked as com- 
mander and attached to the staff 
of an Admiral at Jacksonville, Fila. 
When the present commander of 
the base, Lt-Com, J. K. Averill, 
came here in January, 1940, he 
found only a hand full of student 
flyers and enlisted men. It was 
but a year ago that the base was 
moved from a little hangar north 
of the airport administration build- 
ing to its present quarters on the 
southeast side of the field, It now 
has several acres of buildings. 
Millions of dollarg have been 
spent in making the base an-effi- 
cient Naval establishment, There 
are quarters for student flyers, all 
of whom are required to live at 
the base, as well as quarters for 
unmarried officers and enlisted 


men, 
New Facilities. 

School rooms have been built 
and equipped, where the student 
flyers are taught navigation, aer- 
ology, meteorology and aircraft 
identification four hours each day, 
which goes along with their three 
hours of daily flying, one hour of 
military drill and one hour of ex- 
ercise, 

The base now has well-staffed 
departments of Supply, under 
Lieut.-Comm., J. C. Merritt; Medi- 
cine, under Lieut.Comm. A. C. 
Hohn; Security, under Lieut. W. 
Rody Ruttenbusch; Athletics, 
under Lieut. Clarence Muhl, 
former athletic director at Uni- 
versity City High School; Public 
Relations, under Lieut,.. Frederick 
B. Hall, and a Marine detachment 
under Maj. George Congdon, 

A large new hangar houses the 
scores of training planes, and 
there are a number of auxiliary 
fields several miles from the main 
base, where student flyers are sent 
to practice spot landings during 
their three months of primary 
training. 

In contrast to the old days of 
one airplane, the paved flight deck 
in front of the present hangar is 
crammed with airplanes nowadays. 
They stand in rows, wingtip to 
wingtip, while mechanics tune 
motors, and a streamlined gasoline 
trucks passes from one to the 
other, filling gas tanks. . 

A flight is only on the ground 
15 minutes between a landing and 
the take off with new pilots. They 
move away to the runways in 
pairs and groups, But they never 
seem to collide even in this close- 
packed order, and in the history 
of the base, no flyer has ever 
suffered a serious injury,

FARM SENATORS GALL HEARING

Made First Ricrocstid Flights 


Acknowledges, After 28-Year Controversy,| 


That They Flew.Heavier-Than-Air Ma- 
chines Before Samuel Langley. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP).— 
The Smithsonian Institution gave. 
full credit today to the Wright 
brothers as the airplane’s true 


pioneers, as freely as for 28 years 
it had firmly withheld it in favor 

Dr. Charles G. Abbot, who inher- 
ited the controversy in 1928 when 
he became secretary of the Smith- 
sonian, said he now acknowledged 
without reservation the following: 

“Wilbur and Orville Wright 

made the first sustained flights in 
a heavier-than-air machine at Kit- 
ty Hawk, N. C., in 1903, and the 
1914 flights of Langley’s machine, 
as reconditioned and altered, did 
not prove that it could have flown 
in 1903 before them (the ‘Wright 
brothers).” 
A Smithsonian publication said 
today that Dr. Abbot also had “ten- 
dered sincere apologies to Dr. Or- 
ville Wright for misleading state- 
ments by former Smithsonian of- 
ficials”’ and that Wright had ac- 
cepted the apologies. 

The former attitude of the in- 
stitution had so irked Orville 
Wright that in 1928 he sent the 
original Kitty Hawk plane to Eng- 
land. Dr. Abbot said he hoped the 
way had now been cleared for its 
return to the United States for ex- 
hibition in its homeland. 


Institution Statement. 

The institution statement recited 
this history: 

“The controversy started in 1914, 
shortly after the United States 
Court of Appeals had handed down 
a decision pronouncing Glenn H. 
Curtiss an infringer of the Wright 
patents and recognizing the broth- 
ers as ‘pioneers in the practical 
art of flying with heavier-than-air 
machines.’ 

“In the Smithsonian collections 
was the ‘aerodrome,’ built by for- 
mer Secretary Samuel P. Langley, 
which followed closely the lines of 
his models flown successfully in 
1896 and 1903 but which was 
wrecked in launching in October 
and December, 1903. 

“Dr. Charles D. Walcott, in 1914 
secretary of the Smithsonian, per- 
mitted this machine to be taken 
from the institution to the Curtiss 
factory at Hammondsport, N. Y., 
where, after rather extensive re- 

construction, it rose in the air 
several times from the surface of 
Lake Keuka. It made, however, 
no sustained —— the present in- 
vestigations determined, 
without extensive modifications, 
The oft-made statement that Mr. 


“Dr. Orville Wright felt that the 
Smithsonian attitude was unfair 
and His Pay neeer 
led him to send 
Wright machine to England in 
1928. At that-time he stated fully 
the grounds for his displeasure. ~ 

“Dr. Abbot had just become see- 
retary of the Smithsonian. He rec- 
ognized immediately the justice of 
Dr. Wright's position to the extent} 
that the label on the Langley ma- 
chine was changed to read merely: 

“‘Langley Aerodrome 

The Original Samuel Pierpont 

Langley Flying Machine of 1903, 
Restored.’ ” 


“This failed to satisfy Dr. 
Wright, who felt that damage had 
been done to him and his brother 
by the Smithsonian’s unwarranted 
claims as stated in various Smith- 
sonian publications. Some propo- 
nents of Dr. Langley claimed that, 
with the exception of a lighter and 
more powerful engine, the chan 
were inconsequential and that it 
was essentially the Langley ma- 
chine which had risen, however 
briefly, from the surface of Lake 
Keuka. 


“Dr. Wright claimed that a total 
of 35 changes had been made, in- 
volving almost every essential fea- 
ture of the ‘plane. . 

“Today, after painstaking inves- 
tigation, Dr. Abbot acknowledges 
the validity of these claims, pub- 
lishing in full Dr. Wright’s list of 
them, and leaving to experts the 
evaluation of their importance.” 


Dr. Abbot's Statement, 


“Dr. Abbot added: 

“Since I became secretary in 1928 
I have made many efforts to com- 
pose the Smithsonian-Wright con- 
troversy, which I inherited. I will

HERES one little inaccuracy 
Tin an “inside story” about the 

finish of Dizzy Dean’s career 
as a great pitcher that is going 
the rounds, and in fairness to 
Frankie Frisch, the old Ford- 
ham Flash, who was manager of 
the Cardinals during the brilliant 
days of “Me and Paul,” the rec- 
ord should be kept straight. 

It is true that something hap- 
pened to Dizzy’s arm when he 
tried to pitch with an injured toe, 
fractured by a line drive off Earl 
Averil]’s bat in an All-Star game. 
But any implication that Frisch 
forced Dean to pitch is unfair 
and contrary to the facts. 

The writer was in Boston when 
Dizzy, after a journey from St. 
Loui’, rejoined the Cardinals.

dejected and on the verge of tears 
as night fell over the house. 

That was two weeks ago, and 
though the bank has threatened to 
eject the brothers, no action has 
been taken. With Christmas not 
far away, there are many persons 
who say the bank will wait a long 
time before acting. And meanwhile 
no one has been invited inside the 
house to see the two brothers. 
Even John R. McMullen, a courtly 
old gentlemen who is the Collyers’ 
attorney, can’t get in to speak to 
them. 

Only two men have entered the 
house in more than six years — 
Patrolman Lawrence Campbell and 
another policeman, who operate 
from a nearby precinct. The police 
station received anonymous phone 
calls several months ago that Ho- 
mer Collyer was dead inside the 
house. It is the accepted police 
custom in a case like this for a 
patrolman to enter a house, merely 
to ascertain whether the report has 
any basis of truth. 

Patrolman Campbell said he 
found Homer Collyer lying in bed, 
blind and pale, listening to a radio 
that worked from a storage bat- 
tery. Homer had long white hair, 
but was clean-shaven, the police- 
man said. And Homer was very 
alert. He questioned Patrolman 
Campbell concerning his authority 
to break into the house. The next 
day Lewis J. Valentine, New York’s 
Police Commissioner, received a 
letter signed by Homer Collyer but 
evidently written by his brother 
Langley protesting against illegal 
entry! 

Patrolman Campbell said it was 
hard to describe the interior of 
the house—at least, as much of it 
as he saw. There were no lights, 
he said, and black dust covered 
everything. Langley Collyer had 


piled boxes and crates in front of 
all the windows, and up the main 
staircase, so that burglars enter- 
ing the house would inevitably trip 
and call attention to their presence. 
Langley Collyer even had’ nailed 
empty beer cans along the floors 
to trip prowlers, Patrolman Camp- 
bell said. There was a dim light 
from a kerosene lamp in the one 
room on the third floor where the 
brothers apparently lived most of 
the time. Patrolman Campbell’s 
uniform was so dusty when he re- 
ported back to his station house 
that his superior officer relieved 
him of duty and sent him home. 
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O THAT’S how it remains today 

with the eccentric Collyer broth- 

ers—almost 10 years after this 
writer, by sheer good luck, found 
Langley Collyer as he emerged 
from his house late one night and 
took a long walk with him and 
learned as much about him and 
his brother as anyone apparently 
knows. 


The emergence of Langley Col- 
lyer on that night was quite 
dramatic, and once I started talk- 
ing to him I discovered he was a 
courteous, amiable and garrulous 
old gentleman, rather than the 
frightening, ‘“ghostlike” person 
some of his superstitious neigh- 
bors in the virtually all-Negro 
neighborhood make him out to be. 

I sat on the crumbling stoop, my 
back to the bolted door. The old 
house, from which no light ever 
shines,-stood silent and forbidding 
behind me. The magnificent, 
droopy old elm tree beside the 
house on 128th Street swayed in 
the late evening breeze. Harlem is 
afflicted at the moment with a 
crime wave featured by the “mug-

ging” of victims late at night. My 
nerves were on edge as I waited. 


‘Suddenly the creaky door opened 
and Langley Collyer appeared, car- 
rying a cardboard carton he had 
converted into a sort of satchel. 
He was dressed comfortably in old 
shoes, trousers that had seen bet- 
ter days, a seedy jacket, an old 
celluloid collar, an ancient black 
bow tie and an old boating cap. 
A diaper pin extended unabashed 
from the cuff of his left sleeve. 


After locking the door securely 
Langley Collyer came down the 
steps and I introduced myself as 
a reporter from the New York 
Herald Tribune. I told him that 
the Bowery Savings Bank was 
planning to evict him and his 
brother the following week. 


“T never saw an eviction notice,” 
he said. “I don’t see how they 
could have foreclosed if they never 
served me with any papers.” 


I was reminded that it had 
taken the bank 18 months to 
serve him with papers, because 
it was impossible for a process 
server to enter the house, or for 
a mailman to deliver a registered 
letter. There are no doorbells at 
the Collyer home, and if you pound 
on the door you will pound in 
vain. The bank finally served him 
by publication. 

Stroking his mustache a while, 
Langley Collyer said he was going 
to convey to the bank a message 
that he would pay something on 
the mortgage to forestall evic- 
tion. The next day I conveyed this 
message to the bank, and Lang- 
ley Collyer walked down to Park 
Row to see his attorney, Mr. Mc- 
Mullen, and for a while it seemed 
some settlement might be made. 
But soon after that Langley Coll- 
yer withdrew again into his house, 


and not even his attorney was 
able to reach him. 


It was almost midnight and 
Langley Collyer said he was go- 
ing to a bakeshop to “buy some 
buns for my brother.” 

“If you care to walk with me 
I wouldn’t mind,” he said. “I 
can’t leave the house until late 
at night, when my brother is 
ready to go to sleep. But he’s all 
right now. He’s listening to music 
over the radio.” 

“How do you work a radio?” I 
asked. “Wasn’t the electricity 
turned off in your house years 

o” 

“Tt’s an old crystal set,” he said. 
“T made it. Radio interests me. I 
have also made several sets that 
work on storage batteries.” 

He started walking, and I tagged 
along. He walked downtown, talk- 
ing constantly in a polite, cultivat- 
ed voice that recalled his breeding 
and background. 

Langley Collyer proved to be a 
man of great urbanity, with an 
alert, probing mind interested in 
medicine, music, machinery, phys- 
ics, radio and other subjects.

E WAS aware that he had be- 
Heome a sort of legend in the 

neighborhood. “The supersti- 
tious people say we live in a haunt- 
ed house,” he said. “They say I bar- 
ricade the windows and double-bolt 
the doors because my brother is 
dead inside, and I am afraid to let 
the police in: The truth is that I 
barricade the windows to keep 
thieves out. The people in the 
neighborhood have tormented and 
abused us for years. The children 
have broken more than 200 win- 
dows, and finally I stopped replac- 
ing them and boarded them in- 
stead. I have complained to the

police innumerable times, but they 
cin’t seem to help much. 


“As for my brother being dead— 
that is absurd. Homer lost his 
sight in the fall of 1933 when he 
had a hemorrhage in his eyes. Five 
and a half years ago he developed 
inflammatory rheumatism and be- 
came paralyzed. But his health is 
improving. You must remember 
we are the sons of a doctor. We 
have a medical library of 15,000 
books in the house. Homer and I 
decided we would not call in any 
doctors. You see, we know too 
much about medicine. Doctors 
would remove Homer’s optic nerve, 
and he would be blind forever. 
Doctors treat his rheumatism with 
drugs that would shorten Homer’s 
life. 

“No, we decided to do it our own 
way—by diet and rest. Homer eats 


-100 oranges every week, and his 


health is improving. EB 2 can sit up 
a little now. He is treating his eyes 
by consciously resting them—keep- 
ing them closed all the time. We 
believe in letting nature take its 
course.” 

Langley Collyer loped along, tot- 
ing the old carton, unmindful of 
the stares of passers-by. He de- 
clined a cigarette, saying he had 
never smoked or drunk liquor in 
his life. . 

“We are very comfortable inside 
the house,” he said cheerfully. “We 
never violate the law. All we want 
is for people to let us alone. A 
man’s home is his castle. We pre- 
fer not to invite anyone inside. 
That is our own business.” 

I asked Langley Collyer if he 
and his brother were not discom- 
moded by the lack of illuminating 
gas, which was shut off in 1928, 
and by the lack of a telephone, 
and the absence of ventilation be- 


cause of the boarded windows, and 
the absence of electricity appar- 
ently causing a funereal darkness 
to dwell in the house day and 
night. 

“Oh no, we're not at all put out 
by any of these things,” he said. 
“I really don’t need the electric 
company and the gas company. 
I’m of an inventive turn of mind, 
so I make my own electricity.” 


x* * *® 


ALKING along with him to- 

ward Times Square, I couldn’t 

help staring. “You make 
your own electricity?” 

“Of course. It’s very simple. A 
friend gave us parts of an old 
Owen magnetic auto many years 
ago. I’ve got it inside the house. 
I fixed the machinery to generate. 
electricity. But we don’t use it 
any more. It’s too much trouble. 
We use kerosene lamps instead. 

“As for gas, I wouldn’t have it 
if they gave it to us. I am very 
angry at the gas company. We 
paid our bills promptly, but they 
shut off service in 1928, claiming 
it wag ‘dangerous’ to continue. We 
don’t need gas really. We have 
an old kerosene stove for cooking 
and for warmth in the winter.” 

“What abeut ventilation?” I 
asked. “Isn’t it stuffy inside with 
all the windows boarded?” 

“No, sir,” Langley Collyer said. 
“There’s a nice breeze comes in 
through the shutters, and the old 
elm. .tree outside keeps us cool. 
Homer can’t see, so he doesn’t need 
light. As for me, I prefer it a 
trifle shady, even durifig the day. 
And we don’t need a phone. Homer 
can’t lift himself out of bed to 
answer, and there’s no one in par- 
ticular I want to talk to.” 

I persuaded Langley Collyer to 
ride with me in a taxicab and look 


over my newspaper plant. “I've 
always been interested in machin- 
ery,” he told me. “I'd be happy te 
see your plant.” 


Inside the cab he told me how he 
passed his time behind the boarded 
doors and windows of his house, 
“There’s a lot to do—too much for 
one man, That’s why the house is 
so run down inside, I'd invite you 
in, but I’m really embarrassed, You 
see, Homer..seldom sleeps, and... 
have to care for him day and r 
and that doesn’t give me any 
to keep the house clean, 4 

“I cook Homer’s meals and have 
to cut up his meat into little cubes 
so he can eat it with a spoon. I 
have to bathe him and tend to'all 
his wants.” 

Langley Collyer really enjoyed 
himself at the Herald Tribune 
plant. He seemed to know a lot 
about the intricacies of the presses, 
composing room and photographic 
studio. He had to be coaxed to sit 
for his picture, but finally con- 
sented. 

Returning to his house at 2 a. m., 
he told me he dressed in old 
clothes to avoid being robbed or 
attacked by the criminal element 
in Harlem. Bank officials said 
later that in past years Langley 
Collyer often entered the bank in 
rags, carrying $2000 or $3000 in 
cash in an old paper bag. 

When he mounted the steps of 
his house and fumbled for his keys 
I made a last effort to be invited 
inside. “I'd like to come in and 
say hello to your brother,” I said. 

But it was no use. “I’m ashamed 
to ask you in,” he told me. * He 
opened the door and entered the 
hallway, and the darkness swal- 
lowed him, The door shut softly. 
Bolts snapped inside, and silence 
fell over the blacked-out house,

ductor may marry Lady Cunard, 
authoritative sources indicate that 
his divorce is the prelude to his 
marriage to Betty Humby, his con- 
cert pianist, who was freed from 
her husband in a Boise divorce 
court last June 29. 

Thus, at 63 years of age, Sir 
Thomas Beecham, second baronet, 
is providing as much exercise for 
the tongues of London gossips as 
he did when he was 23. For more 
than 40 years this brilliant con- 
ductor, who ranks among the best 
in the world, has been shocking, 
alarming and delighting London 
society. , 

At 20, young Beecham, just down 
from Wadham College, Oxford, 
persuaded his father, Joseph 
Beecham, wealthy manufacturer of 
Britain’s largest selling laxative 
pill, that he was a musical genius. 

That wasn’t hard to do, for old 
man Beecham was inclined to be- 
lieve that his son was especially 
gifted, and at the same time he 
had all the inordinate desire of 
the noveau riche to appear before 
the world as a patron of fine arts, 

He might also have been gam- 
bling that his generosity in under- 
writing a symphony orchestra for 
his son to .conduct would be re- 
warded with mns of free ad- 
vertising for his pills. 

Joseph had resorted to music 
before to advertise his pills—issu- 
ing a hymnal with the words al- 
tered to sing the praises of his 
wares. It ran: 

“Hark the herald angels sing, 
Beeeham’s pills are just the thing, 
Peace on earth and mercy mild, 
Two for man and one for child.” 

Tom’s talents appeared to beck- 
on to a new field for Beecham pill 
advertising. 

It is admitted to this day that 
the artists who gathered at Huy- 
ton, a suburb of Tom’s native Liv- 
erpool, in 1899, formed the great- 
est assemblage of musicians ever 
brought together in England. Eu- 
rope had been combed for its fin- 
est artists. But when they finally 
appeared as “The Beecham Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra” the organiza- 
tion was dubbed the “pillharmonic” 
and was laughed off the stage. 

The advertising was good for 
father but bad for the son. 

Tom made an ineffectual effort 
to conduct for a traveling opera 
company. But the country still was 
laughing. So, in a huff, young 
Beecham left England for the 
United States for a long holiday. 

In New York he met Utica, 
daughter of Dr. Charles 8S. and 
Ella Celeste Miles Welles, a deter- 
mined young woman who was bent 
on a medical career in spite of the 
fact that most ladies didn’t indulge 
in such ambitions in that day. 

Utica soothed the young artist’s 
injured vanity. Then she went to 
London for medical study. Beech- 
am followed her. In time he per- 
suaded her to give up all thoughts 
of a career to concentrate on him. 
They were married on July 26, 
1908. Two sons, Adrian, now 38, 
and Thomas, 33, were born. 

A coolness—to put it mildly—de- 
veloped between Utica and Tom in 
1909 after the birth of Thomas. 

Up to that time, backed alter- 
nately by his father and his wife, 
Tom had continued to struggle 
with music. He first attracted 
serious attention in London as a 
conductor in 1905. He organized

ULK oysters I think are a 

mighty good buy. These oysters 

are opened at the oyster plants 
and dropped into large containers 
along with the oyster liquor. They 
are then shipped in refrigerator 
cars to the fish and food markets 
arriving in a perfect state of sea 
freshness. 

Oysters in the shell can also be 
purchased, You can have the oyster 
vendor open them for you. In either 
case you wil] want the oyster liquor 
or juice, as it is important in pre-- 
paring the dish I am going to tell 
you about. Pan roast oysters was a 
specialty of Rector’s. They were 
just wonderful and here is how we 
did them: 

In a flat saucepan we put a table- 
spoon of butter and while it is 
melting, one-half teaspoon paprika, 
one-half teaspoon of celery salt and 
one-eighth teaspoon of white pep- 
per was added. Into the melted 
seasoned butter a dozen plump 
oysters and one-third cup of oyster 
liquid was added. This was brought 
to a quick boil and allowed to boil 
for four or five minutes. We then 
added one-third of a cup of tomato 
chili sauce, one-half teaspoon of 
Worcestershire sauce and one-half 
cup of cream. This was all stirred 
gently and again brought to boiling 
point when it was ready to serve 
on a piece of freshly made toast. 

Now doesn’t that sound good? 
And so easy to prepare!

From time to time, mainly at the little Art Theater, the 
local screen has offered pictures of the war in Russia, In 
“Our Russian Front” and “Red Tanks,” in newsreel releases 
and in “Girl From Leningrad,” based on the Finnish cam- 
paigns, local audiences have caught glimpses of the kind of 
fight the Soviet Union is able to make. 

Best examples of all are to be found in “Moscow Strikes 
Back,” at the St. Louis. This well-organized feature, which 
combines the work of Soviet cameramen with Hollywood con- 
tributions of Edward G. Robinson as narrator, Slavko Vorka- 
pich as editor, Albert Maltz for the script and Dimitri Tiom- 
kin for the musical score, shows very clearly the military 
organization which now, for a year and a half, has been the 
amazement of the civilized world, and the Nazis as weil. 

Obviously, some of the maneuvers shown were inspired 
by the fact that cameras were set, some probably were staged, 
yet quite plainly many detail genuine battle action. Some 15 
cameramen, sent to different posts, gathered the material and 
“Moscow Strikes Back” gives a substantial idea of what is 
involved in an announcement that Soviet forces have recap- 
tured three or five or seven more villages.
